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Chicago enjoys ideal Marathon weather

Watching her sister-in-law jog across the Co- 
lumbus Drive bridge at the start of the Chi- 
cago Marathon on Sunday morning was a bit- 
tersweet moment for Andrea Wilde. 

The Minneapolis woman was supposed to 
be running too, but instead she stood on the 
sidelines, an orthotic boot on her left leg. 

“Now I have to run it next year. I can’t not,” 
said Wilde, 31, who tore a calf muscle nine 
weeks ago while training for the 26.2-mile race. 

As she and thousands of other spectators 
cheered on friends and family from the side- 
lines, Wilde remarked that seeing all kinds of 
runners — first-timers, elite athletes, senior 
citizens and those with physical disabilities — 
was inspiring. 

“This is probably the coolest thing I’ve seen 
in a long time,” Wilde said. “Everybody’s just 
cheering each other on.” 

More than 41,000 participants started the 
race, leaving in waves beginning at 7:20 a.m. 
At 2:45 p.m., about 3,000 still were making

their way toward the finish line. Executive 
Race Director Carey Pinkowski said at an af- 
ternoon news conference. 

The day offered “almost ideal conditions for 
runners,” and the number of injured taken to 
local hospitals, 24, was lower than in past years, 
said George Chiampas, medical director for 
the race. Two of those taken to the hospital 
required resuscitation efforts en route, he said. 

At about the 7-mile mark, a fellow runner 
performed CPR on a 29 -year-old man who 
was later transferred to Illinois Masonic Med- 
ical Center, where he was in stable condition 
Sunday afternoon, Chiampas said. A 59 -year- 
old man who required CPR near 13th Street 
and Michigan Avenue was in critical condi- 
tion at Mercy Hospital, Chiampas said. 

More than 800 runners required medical 
care either along the route or at the finish line. 

Eor thousands of runners, the cool and 


bright fall morning was a memorable one. 
Ariel Salazar, 32, said he felt great after post- 
ing a personal record of 4 hours, 12 minutes 
and 51 seconds. 

“It’s one of those things that I never thought 
I’d be able to do in my life,” said Salazar, of St. 
Charles, who was running his third marathon 
with his wife. “It’s a beautiful day for a race. 
And I just think this city is freaking awesome.” 

Eor many spectators, the day was about 
celebrating and encouraging the long-dis- 
tance runners even if they didn’t know any of 
them personally 

Angel Stech, 33, who lives in Lakeview, 
drove with her husband and two children to 
Little Italy to stake out a spot where Stech 
knew her voice would be most appreciated. 

Waving a pink cowbell and neon pink sign, 
Stech called out runners’ numbers as they 
approached the 18 -mile mark. She said she 
chose the stretch between the 17- and 18 -mile 
marks because that can be the most challeng- 
ing point in a race. 


“Way to go, 766! One-eighty-two, you’re 
looking great!” she cheered. 

A marathon runner herself, Stech said she 
sat this one out but couldn’t stay home know- 
ing that there were others who were pushing 
their limits and could use some support. 

“I know what it’s like to be out there,” 
Stech said. “When I run, I always enjoy the 
spectators. That little encouragement from a 
stranger, it really does help you.” 

Ken Regan, 35, was among a group of people 
who handed out shots of beer, a 15-year tradi- 
tion that brings a festive element, he said. 

“The best part is the smiles,” Regan said. 
“Even if they’re not going to take {the beer], 
they still smile and that’s great.” 

Regan, who lives in Humboldt Park, said he 
brought 60 beers for the occasion. The beer 
was starting to run out about three and a half 
hours into the race. 

“You find that pack of people who are not 
too serious {about the race], and it starts fly- 
ing off the table,” Regan said.

The coolest places are 
hiding In plain sight 


One year ago on a 
brisk, sunny October 
afternoon, I boarded 
the No. 82 bus in 
Logan Square and 
headed south on 
Kimball to an un- 
known destination. 
Eventually, it pulled 
up in front of a tall, 
brick tower that rose 
nakedly above the 
surrounding neigh- 
borhood. I could just 
make out the words 
etched into the top of the building’s facade: 
“Sears, Roebuck And Co.” 

“This is our stop” said my girlfriend, 
pulling me off the bus. She had promised 
me a “surprise adventure,” and so far it had 
been intriguing. When moments later I was 
ordered to sign a waiver 
in exchange for an eleva- 
tor ride to the top of the 
original Sears Tower, I 
officially was impressed. 

“The observation deck 
hasn’t been open in 
years,” a volunteer said. 

“They’re doing con- 
struction up there, so be 
careful.” 

Exiting the elevator 
at the top, I stepped 
into an echo-y white- 
washed room. The room 
was square, with three 
floor-to-ceiling windows 
lining each wall and an 
outdoor wrap-around 
observation deck showcasing spectacular, 
unobstructed views of Chicago in every 
direction. At the center of the room, a 
string duet played an ethereal arrangement 
for a tiny crowd, while pigeons fluttered 
occasionally from the rafters above. 

Einally I had found my beach. Corona 
Light poured from the sky 

This type of magical moment (the Co- 
rona part was a lie) is what I have come to 
expect from Open House Chicago, an event 
as unique as the architectural gems and hid- 
den treasures it showcases. The tagline for 
this year’s event, held Saturday and Sunday, 
basically says it all: “150 cool places. 48 
hours. Go.” 


What you make of the 48 hours is up to 
you, but whether you are an architecture 
buff, an urban explorer or just a Chicagoan 
with a penchant for sweet rooftop views, I 
guarantee you’ll find at least one building 
to take your breath away There are sites in 
18 Chicago neighborhoods, so explore your 
own or get to know another— you’ve got no 
good reason not to, because did I mention 
it’s all free? 

To plan your itinerary, start with open 
housechicago.org for a full list of partici- 
pating sites, and be sure to check out the 
“Behind the Scenes Access” available at 
each building. Some important tips: 

» Don’t waste your time with buildings 
that normally are open to the public, as 
beautiful as they might be. The crown- 
ing jewel of OHC is the rare access to 
members-only rooftops, whimsical work 
places and secretive hotel penthouses not 
normally acces- 
sible to everyday 
Chicagoans. 

» If you are 
an aficionado of 
rooftop decks or 
spectacular views 
in general, (the 
Signature Room 
does get old even- 
tually), check out 
sites like MDA 
City Apartments 
and Lake Point 
Tower, most of 
which are only 
accessible during 
OHC, or by pay- 
ing $i million a 

month to live there. 

» Eor bargain hunters, several OHC 
sites that are free this weekend normally 
charge admission. The biggie on this list 
is the Robie House, the renowned Erank 
Lloyd Wright home in Hyde Park that 
normally costs $17 for a walk-through. 
Alternately, the International Museum of 
Surgical Science is located in a gorgeous 
Gold Coast mansion that normally is $15 
to enter. 

A pretty famous Chicago architect 
once said, “Make no little plans.” I strongly 
recommend you make big plans to hit up 
OHC.

At least 17 arrested during 
Ferguson October, but 
most protests peaceful

Riot-gear clad police arrested at least 17 peo- 
ple early Sunday after they refused orders to 
disperse from a spontaneous sit-in outside a 
QuikTrip convenience store in St. Louis dur- 
ing a weekend of otherwise peaceful protests 
against police violence. 

Thousands of people were staging protest 
marches, vigils and other demonstrations in 
the St. Louis area over the “Ferguson Octo- 
ber” weekend, calling for the arrest of a white 
police officer who shot dead unarmed black 
teenager Michael Brown in August. 

Another fatal shooting of an African-Amer- 
ican teenager by an off-duty cop Oct. 8 has fur- 
ther inflamed tensions. Sunda/s arrests were 
in the same neighborhood where 18 -year-old 


Vonderrit Myers Jr. was shot and killed by an 
off-duty St. Louis city police officer who was 
working a private security job for a local neigh- 
borhood. Police said Myers shot at the officer 
three times first, but representatives for My- 
ers’ family have insisted he was unarmed. 

St. Louis police spokeswoman Schron Jack- 
son said 17 people had been arrested for unlaw- 
ful assembly early Sunday at the QuikTfip’s 
parking lot. Mervyn Marcano, who is handling 
media relations for a group that provides jail 
support for protesters, said at least 19 people 
had been arrested. 

The QuikTrip was a notable choice for the 
demonstrators; rioters looted and burned 
down a QuikTrip in Ferguson the day after 
Brown’s death, and the empty convenience 
store parking lot became a gathering point for 
the ensuing protests that gripped the city 

“Something changes when they get to the 
QuikTrip,” St. Louis Metropolitan Police 


Chief Sam Dotson said Sunday “One of the 
clerks told me people with masks were pulling 
on the door trying to get in. You can imagine, 
if you’re a QuikTrip employee [who knows 
what happened in Ferguson], you’re probably 
pretty scared.” 

At that point, Dotson said— citing about 
50 protesters blocking business and then sit- 
ting down and locking arms outside the store, 
cheering— police in riot gear cleared the dem- 
onstrators from the QuikTrip parking lot, 
pepper-spraying perhaps four to six people. 


Officers gave the sitting demonstrators a 
last chance to leave without arrest, Dotson 
said, and many left. But 17 stayed and were 
arrested for failing to disperse. After clearing 
the parking lot, Dotson said someone threw a 
rock that hit one of his officers, although the 
officer wasn’t hurt. 

Dotson said his department is trying to take 
a relaxed approach to crowd control, in con- 
trast to the strict and sometimes overwhelm- 
ing displays of police force that came to define 
the early weeks of protest in Ferguson.

“Everybody has the right to be heard. 
That’s what the First Amendment is,” Dot- 
son said, adding, “I’ll do everything I can to 
support these events, but the takeover of a 
QuikTrip is not something I can support.” 

Ninety-nine percent of the demonstra- 
tors are peaceful, Dotson said. “But there are 
these agitators who work in the background 
and try to get the crowd to act up.” 

With a grand jury’s decision expected in 
November over whether to indict Darren 
Wilson, the Ferguson officer who shot and 
killed Michael Brown, Dotson said his agency 
is preparing for unrest in St. Fouis, but he 
hoped for cooler heads to prevail. 

“Ferguson is writing a narrative for 
St. Fouis, for the country and that narrative 
isn’t done yet,” Dotson said. 

There were no reports of arrests at protest 
rallies Saturday that drew thousands of peo- 
ple. The police have largely adopted a non- 


confrontational stance and protest organizers 
work to maintain order and a non-violent ap- 
proach. 

Brown’s mother walked at the front of a ral- 
ly Saturday evening in Ferguson. Fesley Mc- 
Spadden, who has criticized Ferguson police, 
only rarely has participated in protests. She 
eventually left the group, which grew to more 
than 1,000 people and moved on to Ferguson 
police headquarters. 

Earlier Saturday, thousands of protest- 
ers in downtown St. Fouis rallied at a pla- 
za, where organizers included Hands Up 
United, an activist group that emerged after 
Brown’s death. 

Union members, gay rights activists and 
people from the Occupy movement joined in. 

“This isn’t going to stop until there is 
change with police and black youth,” said 
Tory Russell, a founder of Hands Up United.

Chicagoans join 
protests against police 
brutality post-Ferguson

ST. LOUIS Paris Jackson shuffled onto the 
bus in Bronzeville before dawn Saturday 
pulled her denim jacket tight around her 
and then slept most of the 300 -mile trip to 
St. Fouis. 

As her fellow passengers chatted about 
the planned anti-police brutality rally at 
their destination, Jackson, 23, stayed qui- 
et— until she began to share her own expe- 
riences with Chicago police. 

They target her and her friends because 
they are black, she said, like the bouncers 
at Boystown clubs who won’t let them in. 
She and her friends tell story after story of 
police targeting them on sidewalks late at 
night while ignoring groups of white loiter- 
ers; police roughing them up for nothing 
but a dirty look, police slamming one girl 
so hard against the ground that, years later, 
she still has back problems. Among friends, 
they call police the “CPDK”— Chicago Po- 
lice Department Killers. 

“They expect you to fall at their feet,” 
said Fonzo Ward, 25. “You’re just an officer. 
You’re not God.” 

And so, on the spur of the moment, 
Jackson got on the bus to St. Louis to send 
a message: “Y’all not going to kill me. I’m 
not going to be the next Michael Brown.” 

Jackson was on one of the buses the 
AFL-CIO sponsored for Chicagoans who 
wanted to participate in a march during 
Ferguson October, a four-day “weekend of 
resistance” to protest police brutality and 
commemorate the two months since Mi- 
chael Brown was killed. 

Brown’s death at the hands of police in 
the St. Louis suburb of Ferguson sparked 
days of protest, occasionally violent, and 
the use of tear gas and rubber bullets by 
police drew attention across the country 

“I really cannot tell you what made this 
particular incident {resonate},” said Jeffrey 
Baker, 42, an Auburn Gresham commu- 
nity activist planning to run for 21st Ward 
alderman. “I have heard this story a thou- 
sand times. ... We have a horrible, horrible 
relationship between the community and 
the police.” 

Other Chicagoans at the St. Louis rally 
characterized that relationship as dysfunc- 
tional at best and toxic at worst. 

“I have two little brothers and count- 
less male cousins,” said Khalisha Pullen, 22, 


who grew up in West Garfield Park. “The 
police antagonize us all of the time. They 
see us as all criminals.” 

Representatives from the Chicago Po- 
lice Department were not immediately 
available for comment. 

The group from the AFL-CIO buses 
donned yellow T-shirts and joined the 
march with about 3,000 people from 
around the country (Organizers had ex- 
pected at least double that.) 

After the march through downtown 
St. Louis ended in Kiener Plaza, the Chi- 
cago group dispersed among the crowd 
of anti-violence activists, clergy members, 
labor unionists, self-proclaimed socialists, 
advocates for Palestine, anti-Wal-Mart 
protesters, “V for Vendetta” Guy Fawkes 
mask-wearers, college students, senior citi- 
zens and small children. 

The afternoon rally was peaceful, with 
a handful of police— in regular uniforms, 
rather than the riot gear Ferguson made 
famous— hanging around the fringes. 

“I felt so empowered,” said Diamond A. 
Whaley, a 20-year-old Austin resident. “I 
didn’t feel alone. ... I felt that it was my re- 
sponsibility to stand up and be part of the 
movement in my generation, no matter 
how afraid I am of being seen.” 

A few hours later, the Chicago contin- 
gent regrouped and talked about why their 
city hasn’t seen the kind of activism that 
Ferguson has fostered. 

Perhaps it’s because incidences of police 
violence in Chicago are underreported, 
said Olivia Perlow, an assistant professor of 
sociology at Northeastern Illinois Univer- 
sity who marched Saturday 

“Maybe Ferguson is unique in their or- 
ganizing strategies,” she said. “Chicago is 
very divided. Spatially, we’re segregated. 
We’re divided by class, we’re absolutely di- 
vided racially” 

Or maybe it’s a matter of temperament, 
said Sean Porter, 21. 

“The people [in St. Louis were] really 
calm,” he said on the bus back to Chicago 
on Saturday afternoon. “Chicago, they’re 
uptight. They’re bangy” 

“Bangy means wild,” volunteered his 
friend, Paris Jackson. 

Hours later, late Saturday night, Jackson 
practically jumped out of her seat in ex- 
citement when the Willis Tower came into 
view. 

“Chicago, baby! I see her!” she said. “Yes, 
I love her.”

Officers responding to

A 26 -year-old man was shot to death by a 
police officer who was responding to a call 
of shots fired on the South Side early Sun- 
day morning, authorities said. 

The man was pronounced dead at the 
University of Chicago Medical Center af- 
ter he was shot by the police officer around 
12:35 a.m., according to police and the Cook 
County medical examiner’s office. He was 
not identified by officials. 

When police officers came to the scene 
in the 5300 block of South Martin Luther 
King Drive in Washington Park, they saw a 
man who fit the description of the offender, 
according to a preliminary statement from 
Chicago Police Department’s Office of 
News Affairs. Once the officer came up to 
him, the man fled on foot. 

‘Afoot pursuit ensued during which time 
the offender pointed his weapon in the di- 
rection of the pursuing officers,” according 
to the statement. ‘As a result of this action, 
an officer discharged his weapon striking 
the offender.” 


None of the police officers reported any 
injuries as a result of the incident, accord- 
ing to the statement. 

The man’s weapon was recovered at the 
crime scene, said Pat Camden, spokesman 
for the Fraternal Order of Police. 

Neighbors came out of their homes onto 
King Drive to see what happened. A portion 
of the street, lined with red-brick apartment 


buildings on the west side and with Wash- 
ington Park to the east, was blocked off with 
yellow and red police tape. 

Shemika Hodges, 26, who grew up in a 
public housing project in the city said she 
moved to Washington Park from Hyde 
Park about a month ago. 

“I want it to stop,” Hodges said of the 
violence in the city “But it’s not.”

Two firefighters were trapped in an extra-alarm 
fire at a residential building in Bridgeport on 
Sunday, but escaped with minor injuries.

How one undocumented 
student pays for college

Zitlalli Roman has a job, 
an internship and an eye 
on getting a master’s 
degree— maybe even a 
Ph.D. What she doesn’t 
have is a Social Security 
number. 

Roman, a 24-year-old Northeastern Illinois 
University student, immigrated to the Chi- 
cago area from Mexico City illegally when 
she was 16. When she was accepted at Harper 
Community College in Palatine, she said, her 
undocumented status wasn’t an issue until the 
payment question came up. 

“They didn’t have a problem to enroll me or 
anything like that,” she said. “It was just for 
the money” 

Undocumented students may legally attend 
college in Illinois. Paying for it is the real hur- 
dle. Without legal residency status, they can- 
not get federal student aid, including federal 
loans. Pell Grants or work-study money 

So for the past few years, Roman’s life has 
been a constant process of finding scholar- 
ships, applying and crossing her fingers. Each 
one, she said, takes at least six hours, not in- 
cluding the time it takes to get her transcript. 

“I go to the scholarship office, I would say, 
once a week or once every two weeks, just to 
keep me in the loop,” she said. “But honestly, 
it’s just too much. Working 10 hours {a week] 
is not that much, then 16 hours in my intern- 
ship and five classes. I also have homework. 
I’m in the process of applying for grad school. 
... There are times I do not sleep. I am not a 
normal person.” 

Illinois is more welcoming than some 
states; qualifying undocumented students can 
pay in-state tuition, and the Illinois DREAM 
Act established a private scholarship fund for 
qualified students without legal immigration 
status. Roman received a DREAM scholar- 
ship last year. 

In addition, some colleges are taking action 
to support undocumented students. Roman 
said NEIU, where she transferred after get- 
ting her associate’s degree at Harper, has been 
particularly welcoming. 

“I was able to meet the scholarship coordi- 
nator ... and I told her my situation,” she said. 
“She was like, ‘You’re not alone. There are so 
many {undocumented} students here, and we 
have resources.’ ” 


The University of Chicago’s website states 
that “all students who apply, regardless of 
citizenship, are considered for admission and 
for every type of private financial aid that the 
University offers.” Student government offi- 
cials at Loyola are in the process of creating 
a scholarship fund specifically for undocu- 
mented students. 

Roman’s scholarships have covered most of 
her college costs; the rest, she has paid for by 
working as a machine operator at a suburban 
factory Even though she cannot work legally 
in the US., she said she has always been able 
to find a job. 


That might get harder once she graduates; 
she cannot be licensed in her chosen field- 
social work— without legal residency status. 

But her openness about being undocu- 
mented has helped her in unexpected ways, 
she said. 

“I feel like the scholarships and this money 
would not be here if I had not come out {as 
undocumented], if I had not told people up 
front, ‘I am undocumented, but I am worth it, 
this is why I should get funding, this is why I 
should get help, and I will not let you down.’ ”
